"chapel" the dull amazement which 
had fettered mind , and body in a 
strange paralysis gave way to n deadly 
patience. My benumbed faculties grew 
clear; every sense became ubuormally 
alert.

A NEW BURGLAR LAW 


Will Be Presented Jn House 


at Coining Session of 


Legislature. 


THIS STATE NOW A 
HAVEN 


Of Refuge for the Criminal Class anc^ 


More Stringent Legislation Is Need- 
ed to Keep Drift of the Under World 
Out. 


Legislation, putting an end to the 


haven of refuge which, of late years 
Pennsylvania kas proved' for burglars 
and professional thieves of various 
cla&ses, Is to be introduced into tbe 
next Legislature, with a strong pros- 
pect ot its passage- John Francles, 
of Allegheny, will father tbe bill and 
Its -chief features were outl ined by 
him yesterday. 


The finding of a kit of burglar's 


tools on a man. will, if the now lew 
Is .passed, constitute a prlma facie evi- 
dence of burglary and will enable die 
"bearer to be sentenced for this crime. 
This provision, is identical with one 
made a Jaw in New York stace, which 
has been especially helpful to the 
police of the various cities and towns 
of that state. 


The provisions im regard to the pun- 


ishment of -convicted burglars are also 
to be -made so severe that instead of 
fl -ling Pennsylvania a place of reluge 
and a field for operations, the profes- 
sion of burglary -will go out of fash- 
ion, -much as it has in Missouri and 
Illinois, where similar laws have beon 
enacted. In brief, the new law will 
provide that "Upon a second conviction 
for burglary a man shall receive the 
maximum sentence for That offense, 
and that upon the third conviction he 
can be sentenced to prison for life, 
and in. no -case shall the sentence be 
less than 25 years for a third con- 
viction. 


Representative Prancios, in speak-
